As the General Government is paying

interest on over $500,000,000, we may
count among its expenditures the inter-
est lost on dead capital, the same as we
would in figuring up the receipts and
disbursements of an individual. We
may add, as a part of the Government's
current expenses, 5 per cent, per an-
num on every dollar of capital held in
unnecessary inactivity that being about
the average of interest she pays her
bond-holder- Then, if Beven months
ore tnUen to transport five million dol-
lars' worth of supplies to certain milita-
ry posts, which might be transported in
one month, there is an unnecessary ex-

pense of 2 cents on every dollar, or
au aggregate unnecessary expenditure of
$137,777.70. And to this might be add-

ed, probably, as much more, for the de-

teriorating effects of time npon the val-
ue of the commodities shipped and loss
from more frequent handling and greater
distance traveled.

The direct application of these specu-
lations is this, that it costs tho General
Government to ship to the Arizona mili-

tary posts five million dollars' worth of

supplies, from any Eastern city by way
of San Francisco and the Gulf of Cali-
fornia, admitting freight rates for the
round trip to be just the same as by the
direct over-lun- d route, at least $250,000
more than there is any necessity of its
paying. Every year that it continues to
ship by the ocean route it just as un-
necessarily throws away $250,000 of the
people's money, in the items of Iohs of
interest on dead capital and deterioration
from delayed transit, as if that amount
had been burnt up in. a bonfire at the
national capital. But the freight rates
are not the same by the two routes.
Freights on the overland route, from
point of shipment to point of discharge,
would be at least one-hal- f less than is
being aud has been paid by the ocean
route. By the latter, tho supplies travel
thousands of miles by water carriage, a
great part of the way through u deterio-
rating tropical climate, and then, before
reaching their final destination, must
go almost as much further by laud as
they would have gone if shipped over-
land direct. Every pound of military
supplies thus delivered to the Arizona
military posts aud so they always have
been and continue to be transported
costs the Government from 18 to 25 cents
a pound. Iu just, the time
they could be delivered from Palisadn or
Toano, by way of Pioche, at an aggre-
gate cost of not over one-hal- f that.
